Mygeene and health In the Care of 
Lamps,

A well cared for lamp in a home 
is a treasure, our health aud hap 
pineBB depends quite a gre.it dea 
tiponthcm. A dim unsteady flicker 
ing light soon gives one a nervous 
headache— it effects the eyes— and 
often gives one a severe neuralgia 
headache. Those who live io ( 
and use both the electric and 
tights prefer the '.amp light to 
by or to study t>y. Its a necessity 
in the country home. It is a test of 
a good house-keeper it is said, to 
have her lamps in order and kept 
shining and bright. 

The most necessary thing in se- 
curing good light from a lamp is 
thorough cleanliness. The besi 
thing* for cleaning them is a stiff 
little brush, plenty of clean clotht 
(cheese cloths are the best) a bottle 
of alcohol and dissolve a table-spoon 
full of pearline into the warm watei 
in which you wash the tubes and all 
parts of the lamp in. The lamps, 
should be cleaned every morning 
and filled also. Use the best head 
light-oil as cheap oils are danger 
ous. Remove only the chai red pari 
of the wick. When the lamp burn 
eis become clogged they may be 
boiled for a hall h.mr in water to 
which has been added a table- 
apoon-full of pearline— it removes 
the gummy sticky substances. Soft 
news papers are also excellent for 
rubbing the grease from the outside 
of lamps and polishing lamp chim- 
neys. Smoke stains may be re- 
moved by the application of vinegar 
and salt. It is said that if a lamp 
wick is soaked in vinegar and well 
dried before it is used it will never 
smoke. The lights in our homes 
are very important facts and we 
should think seriously of the happi- 
ness that occurs from the meeting 
of the whole family around the lamp 
and what good cheer it sendB out.
